BRAWLEY, Cal., June 1.—Y. 
P. Nieto and seven other workers 
were brought before the court 
Tuesday, and after being denied 
a jury trial} or the witnesses they 
demanded, were railroaded quick- 
ly through to sentences of ninety 
and 120 days. 

Nieto was first, on @ 
traffic violation charge, though 
even the local papers admitted 
he was jailed solely for activity 
in the Cannery & Agricultural 
Workers Industrial Union. Deni- 
ed jury trial, or the right to an 
attorney or witnesses he was 
sentenced to ninety days on the 
statements of the police, with 
no evidence at all given on the 
charge on which he was jailed. 


Juan Olivas, Benito Gutierrez, 
Mike Gutierrez, Sr. and Jr., F.

Soldiers Mutiny in Attack on Strikers 


ATHENS, Greece.—-Learning that seven strikers and one wo- 
men had been killed in the attack on the 300 dock workers and 
their 5000 supporters, soldiers at Kalmata threw down their rifles 
and forced a cessation of the attack. Two soldiers and a sergeant 
were arrested for the mutiny. Sympathy for the dock strikers had 
spread with several mills striking in solidarity, and when 5000 
workers of Kalmata paraded, foot and mounted police called out a 
regiment of infantry and two machine gun detachments and open- 
ed fire. The massacre lasted five hours until the rank and file 
soldiers themselves stopped it. 


Thaelmann Trial in Two Weeks 


BERLIN, Germany, May 30.—Threatening them with a loaded 
automatic on his desk, Kuhn, a Nazi Cirewit Court Judge, refused 


to permit a delegation of workers from Alsace-Lorraine to see 
Ernst Thaelmann, leader of the Communist Party of Germany. “He 
will be tried in two weeks and then you can all see him,” the 
Nazi declared. 

The newly established “People’s Court” is empowered to start 
the trial without notice, in an effort to rush the death sentence 
through before the mass protest of the world can be mobilized 


in his defense. 


Beat Nazis in Key Factory Elections 

BERLIN, Germany.—Recent elections for “Confidence Counh- 
cils’ under the new ‘National Liabor Law’’ were an open defeat 
for the Nazis, in the decisive strata of the rank and file of Ger- 


man workers. In many cases the votes were not announced, the 
factory officials merely stating their list had been elected by a 


small majority. Despite police search and intimidation and booths 
arranged so a Nazi official coula watch the voter, or arrests or 
dismissals of workers just before the poll, scores of returns showed 
a heavy percentage not voting, or of ballots ‘spoilt’. In other 
heavy industry works and factories the opposition was so great 
the Nazi list had to be withdrawn entirely, while in others it was 
defeated outright. Many ballots wer@ “spoilt’’ for having the list 
crossed out and revolutionary slogans, particularly “Free Thael- 
mann!”’ written across them.

N. R. A. - WAR MEASURES. 

Since 1932 (the New Deal), capitalism has been increasing its 
machinery for increased terror against the masses and preparations 
for war. 

This is shown by the following statement made by Reuben 
Soderstrom, head of the State Federation of Labor of Illinois. to a 
group of delegates of the Illinois, the Chicago and the American 
Federations of Labor, in Chicago, on April 29:

Fundamentals of a Communist 


CAUSE OF POST-WAR 
DEFEATS. 


The defeats suffered by the 
workingelass in the period imme- 
diately following the world war 
(1918-1923) were due (1) to 
the treacherous tactics of the 
Socia] Democratic and reformist 
trade union leaders (2) to the 
fact that the majority of the 
workingceclass had not yet accept- 
ed the leadership of the Com- 
munists, and (3) in a number 
ot important countries, Commun- 
ist Parties had not yet been es- 
tablished at all. 


There are now Communist Par- 
ties in practically every country 
in the world. In many places, 
these Parties are very weak. In 
other words, their nrain task is 
to win the majority of the work- 
ingclass. 

Let us consider the first fac- 
tor: the activities of the ‘“Social- 
ist’?

The decade prior to the world 
war was marked by two impor- 
tant international congresses at 
Which the question of what the 
workingclass would do in. case 
of war was taken up. The first 
was held at Stuttgart Germany, 
in 1907, the second at Basle, 
Switzerland, in 1912. In both 
these congresses, due to the in- 
fluence of a group led by Lenin, 
and supported by Liebknecht, 
Luxembourg and others, resolu- 
tions were adopted reaffirming 
the position of Marx and Engels, 
that the working class must be 
opposed to all war, and must 
utilize the oecasion of a world 
imperialist slaughter, (during 
which the ruling classes are in 
a eritical and vulnerable  posi- 
tion) to begin an onslaught upon 
their ruling classes, and = over- 
throw them from power, and 
establish instead, revolutionary 
workers’ governments. Instead 
of eombatting imperialist ‘war, 
the Social Democrat leaders be- 
came, and urged their followers 
to become loyal soldiers, and 
propagandists for their imperial- 
ist fatherlands. 


They did this either 
(as the group led by Ebert and

WHY THEY ARE 
SOCIAL-FASCISTS. 


It is precisely because of this 


program that the 6th World 
Congress of the C. I. labelled 
the leadership and _ theories of 
International Social Democracy 
aS social-fascist. A close study 
of these points clearly shows that 
it paves the way for a fascist 
program. This article, be it re- 


membered was written just prior 
to the great stock market crash 
in the fall of 1929. The years 
that have intervened since have 
proven how false Norman Tho- 
mas’ thesis is. But it is a mark 
of this left Social Democracy, 
that it is very cowardly and op- 
portunistic. Hardly had_ the 
crash begun to destroy the illu- 
sions of the masses of workers 
throughout the country concern- i 
ing capitalism, when this same 
Norman Thomas changed his 
tune, and with loving sentimen- 
tality, began to speak about how 
great Marxism is, how noble the 
class struggle. But with the ex- 
cuse that the Socialist program 
will bring in socialism gradually, 
they have paved the way for 
Hitler in Germany, they have 
gradually, and are gradually pav- 
ing the way to fascism in a 
whole series of countries. In 
Germany, they suppressed the 
workers revolution with bullets, 
only to make way for the Cen- 
trist government, the Hinden- 
burg government, and finally, 
the Hitler government, This 
same story is repeated in various 
forms, everywhere the Socialist 
Party has succeeded in taking 
power. 

The aims of the Socialist and 
Communist parties are not identi- 
eal. They are opposite. The So- 
cialist Party leadership and their 
theories has been, and is, and 
will continue defending capital- 
ism, whereas, the Communist 
Party is dedicated to the unflin- 
ching struggle for the overthrow 
of capitalism and the _ establish- 
ment of socialism and eventually, 
a Communist society.

When Martin Wilson, ILD attor- 
ney, despite threats of receiving 
a2 sapping from the cops, proceed- 
ed to gather the names of wit- 
nesses to the arrest, the cops 
thought better of attempting to 
frame these workers, and they 
were released at the station and 
returned to the demonstration. 
A scab-herder who attempted 
o disrupt the meeting by keep- 
ing the horn of his car honking 
was forced by the militant work- 
rs to remove himself and _ his 
ar from the scene.

rails’? was written in such a way 
that it was almost impossible to 

‘ead it. When one applied for 
‘he job, he was told that there 
strike on, but only about 
15% were out and it would be 
over in a day or so. 

A street meeting was held in 
front of the place where speak- 
ers covered the longshoremen’s 
strike and when a vote was tak- 
‘n to support the strikers, all of 
the 390 workers present pledged 
solidarity. The next morning, 
when the job appeared on the 
hoard again, the workers rubbed 
it off. The sign is now off and 
no more seabs are being recruit- 
ed. The scab-herder went back 
to Qakland. No other agency in 
Sseramento would handié' the 
job. 


“We Must Be Legal’. 


A committee called on 
Marsh, Secretary of the 
ed Trades Council, to ask for 
suppert of the AF of L to stop 
scab-herding in Sacramento. Mr. 
Marsh was in San Francisco, but 
he was found in his office the 
next morning, but did not seem 
to be much concerned about the 
scabs being hired here. He war 
more concerned about the sign 
on the board. 

He asked, ‘‘How 
listed? Did it say there 
strike on?” “Yes—pbut it 
hardly be read.’ ‘Well, 
we could take a_ picture 
and take it to court, but if the 
words ‘“‘strike prevails’? (wer 
written clearly, then there is 
nothing we can do about it.” 

Jut the courts are on the 
side of the ship-owners,’” he was 
told. ‘‘Yes, I know, but we must 
be legal, you know.” 

“How about.a joint 
tion of the AF of L, Communist 
Party, Unemployed Councils and 
the Cannery & Agricultural: Wor- 
kers Industrial Union and we 
will close the scab-herding joint 
up and keep it closed. 

“No ‘boys, we cannot do that, 
‘ou see, we do not use the same 
tactics you do. Wo, I'm afraid 
there is nothing we can do.” 

We left, saying that we would 
stop the shipping of scabs from 
Zacramento, convinced that the 
AF of L would do nothing. No 
nore scabs are being shipped 
rom here but they plan to start 

ecruiting again if the strike is 
ist setiled. However, we are 

‘sceping a close wateh and if 
hey try again we will stop them.

Refuses ILD Aid 


SAN DIEGO, Cal., June 1.— 
Neary, local ILA secretary who 
has been “staying in the back- 
ground” as he puts it, while the 
rank and file does the fighting, 
attempted to provoke a local re- 
presentative of the International 
Labor Defense when the latter 
came to the ILA hall here to ot- 
fer aid to the longshoremen. 

The longshoremen are going 
over Neury’s head in consulting 
the ILD, and they ure becoming 
fed up with their local secretary 
who not only lets the rank and 
file do all the fighting, but who 
recently attacked a worker who 
tried to pull out scabs. Neary’s 
attempt to provoke the ILD re- 
presentative into a_ fight was 
unsuccessful.

Forces Dismissal 


SACRAMENTO, Cal., May 29. 
~—-Monday morning, May 28, 
Floyd Stevens, a worker came to 
trial in Judge Carragher’s court 
on the framed-up charge of sell- 
ing literature without a _ license. 
When he was arrested on Janu- 
ary 28 at a meeting of the Anti- 
Imperialist League he had with 
him copies of New Russia’s Pri- 
mer written in Chinese, and the 
cop said, ‘“‘We have to find some 
way to stop you people.” The 
ILD immediately bailed him out. 

When Stevens’ trial came up 
in March, the jury hung. After 
much delay and attempts to wear 
down the interest of the workers, 
the date of the trial was set for 
May 10. On this day the judge 
again delayed the trial until May 
28. 

After two hours, the Jury came 
in with a verdict of 8 not guilty, 
and 4 guilty. The judge hasten- 
ed to take this decision, afraid 
that after more deliberation the 
other 4 would change too. 

Due to the militancy and mass 
action of the workers, the framed 
up charge was not successful 
and the case was dismissed. 


A RED ARMY 


(A Story of Revolutionary China) 
By AGNES SMEDLEY

A young student from a Shang- 
hai university who went to Yo- 
chow, Hunan, for his last sum- 
mer vacation arrived in his na- 
tive city a few hours after it 
had been captured by the Fifth 
Red Army of China. And now 
he tells me this story. 

When he approached Hankow 
by river steamer, he hid his books 
and threw overboard all modern 
Magazines containing articles on 
any economic or social subject. 
oe that he was a Communist, 

* had Communist magazines, but 
Hankow militarists shoot men for 
less reason than reading articles 
on economics. If questioned, you 
may admit that you traffic in 
opium, but you dare not admit 
that you have read an article by 
or about a Communist. 

The student changed boats at 
Hankow and reached Chilishan, 
where the boat halted for a few 
hours, because they heard shoot- 
ing in Yochow, two miles away. 
Nobody knew what happened, 
but they thought perhaps’ the 
troops had mutinied or some 
new general had decided the city 


should belong to him. Finally 
the steamer wont cautiously on 
to Yechow The student let all 


his baggage on the boat. hid his 
few books in the grass along 
the banks of the ibis and start- 
ed out to explore the situation. 


“IS IT SAFE?’ 


He had spent five days as a 
deck passenger on the steamer 
and was dirty and tired.

“In the two days the Red 
Army was in our city they went 
to all the big rice shops and 


forced them to post price lists 
on all the doors. The notices 


read: 


‘ORDER OF THE HEAD- 
QUARTERS OF THE POLI- 
TICAL BUREAU OF THE 
FIFTH RED ARMY OF 
CHINA: 


‘The duty of the Red Army 
is to free the masses from 
suffering and to help them 
to a human life. Now all 
food and clothing is kept at 
such high prices that the 
masses starve. We have now 
set prices for food and cloth- 
ing, and any violation of this 
order is strictly forbidden. 
Traders who hide their rice 
stores, or who charge more 
than the prices set by us, 
will be shot.’ 


“Then followed a list of the 
five principal articles of use by 


the masses: rice, cereals, salt, 


lard. kerosene. Rice was priced 


at two dollars per picul; before 


it had been eight and ten dol- 
lars. 


“THE REDS ARE GOOD.” 


“Tt talked with crowds of ex- 
cited people in all the streets, 
Everywhere I heard these words: 
‘TI speak from my heart-——t he Reds 
are good. But they will stay 
tor two days only! Why, why? 
Now we can eat. When they are 
gone we can eat no more! Then 
it will be- the same old things 
as before!’ 

“The streets were filled with 
people; but none were afraid of 
being captured and forced into 
the army as they are when gov- 
ernment troops come. When any 
one joins the Red Army he Is 
paid a monthly wage, and when 
he works for them they pay him 
one dollar a day. Neither did 
the Red Army station troops in 
the homes of the people, nor did 
they demand food and pay nho- 
thing for it. 


ONE RICH MAN. 


“In the street I met an old 
peasant from a village who came 
to Yochow to sell lumber. He 
told me a story about the Reds 
in his village. There was a 
lazy, well-to-do man in his vil- 
lage, he said, but this man was 
kind to the poor. When the Red 
Army took the village, this man 
was arrested and put in jail. 
His old wife and relatives went 
to the Red Army headquarters 
and pleaded for his release. The 
officers told them that if they 
could bring eighty poor peasants 
from the village to witness the 
truth of their statements and to 
guarantee his future good con- 
duct, they would let him g0. 
After a while the eighty poor 
peasants actually came and _ tes- 
tified that although the man 
was rich and a good-for-nothing, 
still he was not like other rich 
men. Fer he had always shared 
money and food with the poor 


and had not pressed them for 


rent in bad years. The Red Army 


released the man and said: ‘Your 


fate will depend upon what the 
poor peasants have to say of 
you.’ The man was astounded 
to hear that poor peasants whose 
trousers barely co@ered_ their 
nakedness had enough power to 
secure his release. He stood, 
held his fat sides and laughed 
in astonishment. 

“After the Red Army retreated 
from Yochow before the well- 


armed White troops, the White 


terror began. The prison doors 
were repaired and the _ prison 
was again filled with the poor. 


Many left with the Red Army, 


but many remained behind. All 


workers and peasants were sus- 
pected because they had done 
nothing against the Communists. 


Each day the militarists whipped 


peasants or coolies whom they 
picked out in the streets, and 
each day suspected men were be- 
headed. The merchants raised 


their prices again, and again 
only those who could pay much 
could get enough to eat. 

“The Red Army was gone. 
But at the end of August when 
I left Yochow by boat, the walls 
of the city were still painted 
with their slogans. The White 
troops are too lazy to wash them 
off. From a long distance down 
the lake I could read a slogan: 
‘ESTABLISH THE SOVIET GOV- 
ERNMENT OF HUNAN, HUPEH, 
AND KIANGSI!’ 


POLICE ARE ANGELS | —

HOW COMMUNISTS 
BEHAVE. 


According to Coleman, Com- 
munists have a_ positive phebia 
for getting their heads busted. 
The most natural thing in the 
world is for a Communist to 
show his militancy by picking 
a fight with a cop. It works 
something like this: 

Here it is a beautiful spring 
morning, with a nice, pink-cheek- 
ed officer standing peaceably on 
a street corner, munching an ap- 
ple. Along comes a Communist. 
He stops in front of the police- 
man, and for no reason at all 
spits in his face. The cop pays 
no attention. The Communist 
then sticks out his jaw and dares 
the cop to sock him. The kind- 
hearted officer smiles and thinks 
it is a good joke. The Com- 
munist then steps on the offi- 
cer’s corns. The cop merely says 
“Pardon me, my good lad, but 
these are my feet,” lifts his hat. 
and moves on. Whereupon the 
Communist takes advantage and 
kicks the oficer, right smack in 
the pants. The cop blushes and 
tries to run away. By this time 
the psychopathic Bolshevik is 
frantic. He makes a flying tac- 


kle, bites the cop in the ankle, 
pulls his hair, tweaks his nose, 
takes away his gun, billy, tear- 
gas, handcuffs and other acces- 
sories. The officer, positively 
compelled to defend himself, rises 
to his dignity and slaps his at- 
tacker right on the wrist. Then. 
feeling sorry for what he bas 
done, falls on the boy’s shoulder 
and busts into tears. 

Even when the police refuse 
to arrest them, the Communists 
ane not. satisfied. Sometimes 
they: break into jail, lock tiem. 
selves up in cells with three or 
four defenseless policemen and 
then proceed to beat up on the 
unsuspecting and unresisting of- 
ficers. It seems that police are 
not safe from Communist attacks 
even in their own stations, 


COLEMAN DESCRIBES 
DEMONSTRATION. 


If you think we are exaggerat- 
ing, here is how Coleman des- 
cribes a demonstration in his ar. 
ticle: “A woman shrieks, rolls 
over on the pavement, crying: 
‘He kicked me,’ and pointing at 
an amazed young policeman some 
distance away. Other women, 
young and old, and a few youths 
surround the officer. He waves 
his club. Someone in the crowd 
hits him. In a moment he's the 
center of a yelling mass. He 
blows his whistle for help. Fel- 
low policemen come to his res- 
cue. By now everyone has lost 
his temper, there are curses, the 
sound of heads being whacked 
and then the wail of a_ police 
siren on a riot squad car ' 
Presently, hatless young Com- 
munists are fleeing from club. 
swinging, humanly enraged po- 
lice . 


(MOLEY SECONDS 
COLEMAN 


In the same issue of ‘Today’ 
Moley backs up Coleman editori- 
ally, stating: ‘‘Never has the art 
of provoking police officials been 
developed to the extent used by 
Communists. It is irritating to 
human impulses; but the best 
police are those who meet such 
irritation with self-restraint.” 

According to these gentlemen, 
when police break up peaceable 
demonstrations, that means--— 
“Communists Riot.’’ When they 
crack heads and shoot defense- 
less people in the back, that is 
preserving democracy and law 
and order. When workers talk 
back to a policeman, this means 
anarchy and force and violence. 
And if a worker dares to defend 
himself from a police attack he 
is a barbarian who threatens the 
pillars of the country, the foun- 
dation of government and the 
sanctity of civilization. 


LAUGHING IT OFF. 


The whole aim of Coleman and 
Moley is to ridicule the Com- 
munists as an insignificant bunch 
of nuts who smash windows, run 
around without hats, and make 
faces at policemen. Having es- 
tablished this fact to his own 
satisfaction, Moley the Brain. 
Truster coneludes with ‘“Com- 
munism is no menace.”’ 

The very fact, however, that 
the leading article and the lead- 
ing editorial in ‘‘Today” are de- 
voted to attacking Communists 
indicates that these optimists 
are holding each other by the 
hand and whistling in the dark 
to keep up their courage. 

Altho they try to laugh it off, 
it -is obvious that Communists 
give them not only a_ slight 
twinge in the side from laugh- 
ing, but a large cramp in the 
stomach and a huge pain in the 
neck. 


Who Said “RED SCARE”? 


(A FEW SUGGESTIONS FOR OUR ELECTION CAMPAIGN WORK)

Are the people eager to learn 
the truth about the Communist 
program? Will large numbers 
come to meetings advertised un- 
der the auspices of the Com- 
munist Party? Does the “Red 
Seare”’ really scare them any long- 
er, or does it merely whet their 
appetite for knowledge of our 
program? 

These questions were answer- 
ed by the audience which com- 
pletely filled the Burbank High 
School auditorium in our first 
Berkeley campaign meeting on 
May 30. Very noticeable was 
the number of new faces—people 
who were plainly unfamiliar with 
such meetings. 

It was an interested and friend- 
ly audience. Spontaneous) ap- 
plause interrupted the speakers. 
Particular enthusiasm greeted 
mention of the work of the Par- 
ty in leading strikes, eviction 
cases, relief struggles and the 
like. But what the people par- 
ticularly wanted to know was the 
Party’s real program. What are 
the very first things we will do 
when the workers give us power? 
How do we propose to get that 
power? What is our stand on 
individual] violence? Qn the 
farm question? On unemploy- 
ment insurance? What would a 
real socialist society be like? 
What is the difference between 
our program and the “Socialist” 
Party program, which all seemed 
to know was hopeless? 

The lesson is clear. The work- 
ers as a whole have lost all il- 
lusions about capitalism. They 
are not with our party as a 
mass because they don’t under- 
stand it. But they are receptive 
to us at last. Our job is to un- 
fold our program. If they know 
it, they will accept it. And the 
legalization of our Party in Ca- 
lifornia entitling us to the use 
of the schools gives us a great 
opportunity to reach new masses. 

Let us grasp that opportunity. 
Let us not waste too many words 
in attacking capitalism, in dwell- 
ing on the misery of the masses. 
The masses know they are miser- 
able. What they want is a way 
of escape. In every meeting let 
us show them, utilizing the plain 
lessons of history, that ours is 
the only way. Picture the abun- 
dance that Communism will give 


them. If they get the picture, 
they will fight for it. 

A ftew definite suggestions: 
Objections will be made to our 
use of the schools. In applying 
for them, let us not do so in- 
dividually. Frame a_ skillful 
letter, to be signed by officers 
of your section residing in each 
particular schoo] district. Call 
attention to the legalization of 
the Party, to the approximate 
number of local residents who 
signed the election petitions, and 
say that public welfare demands 
that voters learn from qualified 
Speakers exactly what our Party 
stands for, so that they may in- 
telligently reject or accept it. 
Quote or refer to the ‘‘civie cen- 
ér’’ act, making the schools av- 
ailable for such purposes. De- 
finitely pledge that all school 
rules relating to such use will be 
complied with, and that order 
and courtesy will be enforced. 
Use “bourgeoisie salesmanship”. 
Make refusal as difficult as pos- 
sible: 

In Berkeley, we are inviting 
opposing candidates to speak at 
our meetings. The effect is good 
if they do not come. If they 
do come, it will be better. 

Attempts will be made to 
cause disorder at these meetings, 
so our permits wil] be revoked. 
A strong Red Guard should al- 
ways be present. The chairman 
should tactfully announce that 
fact, and the reason for it, so 
the sympathy of the audience 
will be with us when the dis- 
ruptors are called to order or 
ejected. But we must furnish 
no excuse for disruption by over 
violence of language or personal 
attacks. Our job is to put over 
our own goods—our own pro- 
gram, 

As the campaign progresses, 
other methods of work will be 
evolved. It may be possible to 
use the radio. Invitations to ad- 
dress community groups, ete., 
should be angled for. “Letters 
From the Public” sections in the 
newspapers should be used. The 
campaign can and must be link- 
ed in with every other activity.
